Montenegrins Prove Valiant. 
Paris, Nov. 12.—The Montenegrin 
consul general has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from his government- 
"During the fighting on our SanTac 
fronts Tuesday, the enemy suffered se- 
rious loss, 
we took, fifty prisoners 
and two machine guns. 
During the 
r.ight of the eighth-ninth, 
the Aus- 
trians tried to surprise us near Grahov 
but were repulsed. On the tenth there 
was artillery fighting along the Sanjac 
front. The enemy's infantry attacked 
us at various points, but without ef- 
fect. 
We took more- than two hun- 
dred prisoners. 
"An artillery duel is in progress on 
Herzegovina front. On the other fronts 
there is no change in the situation. 
An Austrian aeroplane fell Into our 
lines and the officer and non-commis- 
sioned officer aboard the 
machine 
were taken prisoners."

In the most spirited fight which has 
featured the annual meeting of the 
Rock county board of supervisors to 
date, the 'matter of an appropriation 
of the sum of $1,000 for the hire of an 
agricultural expert for the 
county, 
was killed by a single vote yesterday 


, afternoon. Nineteen members voted 
against

appripriation,

eighteen supervisors were in favor of 
the plan. 
Incidentally the matter of a farm 
agent is dead for the present session 
unless the board sees nt to reconsider 
their action. 


Members In favor and those against 
the proposition, ' before the meeting 
yesterday predicted. that the fight 
would be close. Two years ago when 
the matter came to a vote it was 
downed overwhelmingly by a vote of 
29 to 9. It was pointed out, however, 
that this would not be the result yes- 
terday, since the idea o£ progressive 
farming seems to be gaining more and 
more in Rock county. The predic- 
tions came true. 


Headed by W. J. Dougan, perhaps 
one of the best known farmers of the 
state, Alva Snyder, W. A. Moore and 
W. C. Weirick of Beloit, and J. A. 
Craig and W. J. McDowell of this city 
and a delegation of between fifteen 
an'd 
twenty farmers, the 
party ap- 
peared before the board in the inter- 
est of getting the farm expert. 
After the arguments pro and con 
had finally simmered down and when 
the ballot was being taken it was the 
vote of Supervisor W. P. Marquardt of 
the town of Milton which finally de- 
cided the result.

We have 
the richest county in the state, but 
yet we have not had results-favorably 
comparable with other counties,- sole- 
ly because we have not used what 
we have to the best advantage. 
Those farmers who have interest- 
ed ^themselves in the state farm-man- 
agement and demonstration content, 
fully realize and know the import- 
ance of the agricultural agent. He is 
in touch with .every man and every 
farm. He can keep better booki 
knows where he's at all the time~a~ria 
further, realizes the paying invest- 
ments for the farm against those 
which are being kept at an annual 
loss. 


"Wisconsin has 
originated 
a na- 
tional movement in its farm manage- 
ment contest. Other states through- 
out the country are continually seek- 
ing information on our plan so as to 
be able to introduce it themselves. 
Thee ontest is a great institution. It 
uses he county as the unit and with 
its record books it sifts out the bet- 
ter farmers for participation in the 
annual .state meet. 
"But to conduct these contests fav- 
orably and to the advantage of the 
county, there must be some direct 
head. The county agriculture agent 
is the man." 
Mr. Dougan drew a verbal figure of 
the ideal farm agent. He must be a 
man who has had schooling and post- 
graduate work in an agricultural col- 
lege; roust be a practical man with 
practical managerial experience, cal- 
loused hands, good sense and one who 
has made mistakes on his own farm 
and profited as a result of his obser- 
vation in his mistakes. 
In addition the agent must be that 
.sort of man who can meet the farm- 
ers and. give inspiration and help to 
them m all cases. 
Beloit Man Speaks. 
Alva Snyder. president of the Be- 
loit Business Men's association, was 
the next speaker. Mr. Snyder, the 
day previous, Wednesday, attended at 
Rockford, the annual meeting of the 
Rockford Soil association which has 
l>een organized for three years 
in 
Winnebago couaty. This county has 
an agricultural agent, Mr. Snyder ex 
plained, and it costs $5,500 annually 
for the man and the work. The fed- 
eral -government pays $1,200 of this 
amount through the Liever bill and 
also furnishes much 
seed for 
the 
•Winnebago county farmers. During 
the time the agent has been employ- 
ed by the county hundreds of farms 
have been improved in value to the 
extent of a hundred nnd a hundred 
and fifty dollars p«r acre.

which, before the agent was employ- 
ed, were an impossibility.

Meeting Held Yesterday Showed Senti- 


ment Was for Further Retrench- 


ment of State Expenses. 


Evidently the Wisconsin Home Rule 
and 
Taxpayers' 
League 
sees 
the 
need of further retrenchment In state 
expenses, for from what can be learned 
from Janesville members, it was de- 
cided at the executive and very pri- 
vate meeting held yesterday afternoon 
from two until four o'clock at the city 
hall assembly rooms, that the league 


I will continue in its efforts pointing to- 
ward economy in state government. 
Members laid stress that the meeting 
was for the sole purpose of learning 
the sentiments of members and friends 
of the organization and for the two- 
fold purpose of 
obtaining 
finances 
with which to continue the work in the 
future. 
President Charles E. Pierce reported 
that letters, numbering about one hun- 
dred, had been sent out to those in; 
terested in the organization and over 
ninety replies were received and 
brought up before the meeting. Presi- 
dent Pierce stated that the trend of 
these letters from the representatives 
of the various political districts of the 
state was that the Home Rule and 
Taxpaj-ers' 
League 
had done some 
good work and that there was further 
need to "get-together" for the purpose 
of promoting economy in state gov- 
ernment. It was made plain Lhat the. 
efforts of the league were to lend en- 
ergy to educate the people of Wiscon- 
sin to the exact conditions of state 
affairs and above all to bring about a 
reduction in expenditures. 
It was pointed out that if economy 
in the state legislature was effected, 
the ultimate effect would be to have 
the same economy effect in county and 
city government toward the saving of 
the people's money throughout the 
state. It was evident thatithe Home 
Rule leaguers 
firmly 
believed that 
they had not yet completed what they 
had undertaken. 
President Pierce 
showed a chart of the recent state tax 
levy and 
remarked 
with meaning 
"that it was of vital interest to the 
league." As to how much it interested 
or why, the answer was not forthcom- 
ing.While there was only a handful of 
men present at the-meeting, many of 
those'present, it is understood, were 
there as representatives of persons or 
parties interested in state politics. No 
names' were given out as to who the 
letters were received from which were 
favorable in sentiment to the continua- 
tion of the organization. 
When asked as to the plans of the 
financing of the league, it was said 
that those present believed it to be the 
best policy for men interested in the 
league 
to 
individually contribute a 
small amount to the support, and not 
to solicit or receive money from any 
party, corporation or 
individual on 
the grounds that 
the 
league was 
strictly non-partisan in its work and 
did not wish to be responsible to any 
party or man. 
The idea of government by the peo- 
ple appeared to be the main issue that 
the Home Rule leaguers were seeking, 
and Indirectly it was reported that 
the remarks of President Van Hise' of 
the 'state university, given at the 
teachers' convention 
at 
Milwaukee, 
did not get by the league without ad- 
verse comment. The doctrine as spoken 
by the university head was that the' 
government .should be by experts, 
while ' the league upholds the 
prin- 
ciple of home rule in so far-as good 
government results. If one could have 
been present at the session, it "is prob- 
able, ' he would have heard some -un- 
complimentary 
remarks 
about Van 
Hise's suggestion of commission rule 
in the state and the university-mud- 
dling in politics. 
One man, John W. Groves, former 
mayor of Madison, criticized the stand 
of Van Hise in terse terms, and point- 
ed out that "horse sense" 'from the 
farmers and people aided with a prop- 
er but limited advice from the so- 
called experts, was the happy medium' 
to a successful end. 
When President. Pierce was asked 
what the league's attitude was toward 
the administration of Governor Phil- 
ipp, the answer brought out the fact 
that the league wanted to see more 
cuts in the state expenses to lower 
the taxes. 
The last legislature was 
blamed In the - statement for playing 
too'much, politics-in the spending of. 
the -people's money, and all the'faults 
could not be curbed by Governor Phil- 
ipp. 
However, i*. was said that present 
state Issues' were not discussed at the 
meeting. 


No resolutions were passed and it 
was explained that officers would be 
elected some time this spring at an 
undecided meeting place. 
"Was there any discussion, resolu- 
tion or talk of raising money for the 
financing of the court suit now pend- 
ing against 
President 
Charles E. 
Pierce?" one of the 
members 
was 
asked. 


"There .was not a single word said 
about the matter," replied one of the 
members to the question. 


"What were the prospects-of secur- 
ing the needed money?" was asked of 
M. G. Jeff Ms. 
"The outlook is very promising and 
bright," was the answer.- •

WHO OWNS THE PRESCRIPTION? 


A prescription is a written order t 
from the physician to the pljarmaclst, | 
which directs the ' pharmacist 
what', 
medicines to supply and what direc- i 
tions he shall write upon the label.' In i 
the absence or a specific order to the ! 
contrary the druggist has 
no right 
to refill a prescription for the patient 
whose name appears upon it; he has 
no ri.?ht to fill it at all for another 
person who fancies, he has the same 
disease. 
Of course a person has a right, to 
copy a prescjiption from any source 
available to him and have it filled by 
a druggist, but when the druggist 
'attaches some physician's .name 
to 
the Libel who has never attended or 
examined the person purchasing the 
mediiiiue, that is an injustice. 
If 
the prescription happens to be the 
wron:? medicine—what is one man's 
medicine is often 
another 
man's 
poison—Lthen It is .not-right .to,lay it 
up against the physician who 
or- 
iginai.ly 
wrote the 
prescription.. 
Copying prescriptions 
is 
a mighty 
preenrious habit nnyway. 
Doctors 
are notoriously bad writers; their ca- 
balistic signs and abbreviations are 
often misinterpreted 
and. sometimes 
deplorable results follow. 
This reason why, formal 
prescrip- 
tions are written in Latin, 
rather 
than. English, is' that all 
selenitic; 
names are in Latin. 
Further, Latin ! 


is a dead language 
which 
never: 
changes; it is universal—all doctors 
and scientific 
men the world over 
understand more or less Latin. 
It 
is retained in prescriptions for the 
same reason that Latin is retained 
in the phraseology of the law. and 
ju the Mass of the Catholic church. 
Not for the purpose of concealing the 
names of medicines from patients, as ! 
is sometimes alleged, for many pa-1 
tients know more Latin 
doctor knows. 
than 
pa- 
the 


Your prescription is yours to keep. 
Legally, the pharmacist who fills it 
must retain a copy—not the original. 
when he insists upon retaining .the 
original he generally does so with 
the purpose of forcing you to return 
to his store in case the prescription 
is to be refilled. But the courts have 
declared 
the 
prescription the pa- 
tient's property. 
So it is up to the 
patient to keep it If he so desires. 
Of course the doctor usually retains 
a carbon copy, too, and if he deems 
it advisable to have the prescription 
refilled he can give you another copy 
if necessary. 
The words non-repetatur written or 
printed on a prescription mean, Let 
it not be repeated. When a druggist 
consents to refill a prescription which 
bears those words he is Beyond the 
pale and unworthy of confidence. 
Recently we came across a queer 
concoction which had a well-known 
physician's name on the label. 
We 
took him to task about it. 
He re- 
pudiated the formula—he had never 
prescribed 
anything like it in his 
life. Some one had copied, and some 
one else had recopied until the pre- 
scription, bad lost every, original char- 
acter but the. doctor's name,

DRIED PUMPKIN. 
Dried pumpkin may be bad for 
pies nil summ'er. On a farm lives a 
culinary genius who, in July, takes 
deliciiius pumpkin pies to 
picnics. 
This is h'ow she dries tbe pumpkin, 
the method being original: 
Cut a pumpkin into pieces and re- 
move tbe rind and seeds. Put in a 
pot with enough water to keep it 
from burning. St'ew until dry and 
thoroughly done; this will take three 
or "four hours. 
Press 
the 
pulp 
through a. . colander and .form . Into 
thin cakes, the 
size of a 
shallow 


cooki<i. 
Place th«se cakes in shallow 
pans .and dry for several days above 
the sKove. They will then look like 
small 'dried bits of old leather 
and 
will keep indefinitely. \A stone crock 
in a (iry place is best for them. One 
medium sized pumpkin 
will 
make 
enough dried pumpkin for about sev- 
en pies. 
The cakes are soaked in 
boiling water over night, then beaten 
and vised" ae fresh pumpkin.

ing.Cocoanut Cake*— Two tablespoon- 
fuls 
chopped cocoanut, two eggs, 
one-half!- cup 
butter, 
one-half cup 
sugar, one cupful flour, one teas_pooii- 
ful vanilla. 
Beat .butter and sugar 
to cream, add. eggs, well beaten, alft 
in flour and baking powder, add co- 
coanut and vanilla.

TEXTILE TRADE SUFFERS 
GREATLY 
IN HOLLAND 


[DT AS30CIATJD n»S,l 


Twentbe, Netherlands, Nov. 12.— 
The textile trade, one of the principal 
industries in Holland, is suffering at- 
tack from both Germany .and Great 
Britain, the first of which refuses to 
provide sufficient-dye-stuffs, while the 
latter restricts. the supply of the raw 
materials 
required 
to 
keep -the 


Dutch spindles going. 
Ever since August, 19H, the vari- 
ous branches of the textile trade here 
have experienced difficulties in keep- 
ing mills at work. At first there was 
a certain amount of raw 
stuffs on 
hand to furnish the looms which were 
kept busy by the orders from 
the 
Dutch military authorities for cloth/ 
ing for the rapidly mobilized Dutch 
troopa, Then, however, came restric- 
tions on imports and exports, which 
was accompanied by> depression In the 
home purchasing market. 
This district Is the center of the 
textile trades. In the immediate Vi- 
cinity of Twenthe in normal times 37,- 
000 looms and 300,000 spindles are 
busy and for the most part they de- 
pend on foreign countries, for raw ma- 
terials. Altogether In Holland therw 
are encaged in the textile trades 370 
power factories and 2,500 other works 
where purely hand-labor is employed. 
In these concerns about 44,000 people 
earn their living. 
Up till a few years ago, much of 
the men's and women's ready-made 
clothing sold in Holland came 
from 
Gerafcny, 'but recently 
Dutchmen 
have applied themselves to this trade, 
which, at the beginning of the war, 
saw itself almost entirely in Dutch 
hands. People in this country have 
been forced, however, to economize 
by the prevailing conditions and the 
clothing manufacturers have felt the 
pinch of the war just as" much as any 
other branch of the textile trades.
